IT'S THAT LONG PATH TIME OF YEAR and conditions on the 
low bands have been very good. We on the East Coast are 
working VK stations long path on 40 as early as 19002 
and on 80 starting about 21002. 


“24-hour-twilight" up north produces Scandanavian 
stations at all sorts of wierd times; SM6AOE was worked 
on 80 from Boston at 1020Z. Note in the Bandpass that 
Nov 23 and 24 were excellent days on all bands; VS6DO 
and AH2G, for example, were worked on 15 Meter long 
path at 12002. 


JAs are coming through on 160 for up to an hour per 
day. No one is yet sure if that "VU2GI" who appeared on 
160 Nov. 20 is real, but many are hoping. And, finally, 
it is rumored that someone out West worked a JT station 
on 160 a couple of weeks ago. If so, this could produce 
that 160 Meter WAZ we've been anxiously awaiting 


There's always hope that we will have some kind of 
propagation for the ARRL 10 Meter Contest Dec 14/15; we 
could get a repeat of the openings of the CQ Phone 
Contest or, more likely, of the east-to-west coast 
openings of the ARRL Phone Sweepstakes. Lots of power, 
good antennas, and a contest always “produce openings. 


The list of 10 Meter beacons on Page 2, compiled by 
Joe Gumino, K20LG, may help you during the contest; 
keep in mind, however, that the beacons are low power 
transmitters with omni-directional antennas. Even if 
you can't hear them, you should be able to hear a 1500 
watt station with a big beam pointed at you. 


e PETER I ISLAND will NOT be activated this year, 
according to JALIST himself, the operator who had a 
remote shot at a December landing. The RSGB DX News 
Sheet says that KD7P has left Guam, is aboard a Navy 
ship, and might be able to attempt a helicopter landing 
on Peter I sometime in January. Recall that Peter I has 
been “pro-approved” for DXCC status, as soon as an 
operation takes place.

Contacts on the WARC 
bands will NOT count. Contacts may be on any mode, but 
there will be NO endorsements for all SSB, all CW, etc. 


© Speaking of working all zones, an interesting comment 
from the editor of the RSGB DX News Sheet ... we noted 
here that HSOA was workable on 20 Meters in the CQ CW 
Contest, but that you had to get them to come back to 
your "CQ." The RSGB sheet notes that HSOA did the same 
thing on 80 Meters. Considering that there are many 
DXers who need Zone 26 for their last one, especially 
on 80, it does seem a shame that the lucky ones who 
worked HSOA were the “big gun" contest stations who 
called CQ rather than the "true blue DXers” who spent 
their time mostly listening
